an article by Miss Sarah II Porter 
entitled "Society and the Orally Re- 
sided Deaf-Mute " in which the dif 
lerent, methods — signs VS. articulation 
— is discussed. There are some 
points on which I differ from Miss 
Porter. Sho takes a very gloomy 

view of deaf-mute education, and com- 
plains that no matter by which me 
thod we are educated, we are apt to 

prefer the society of the deal to that 

of those wlio can hear. It is very 
true thai, the deal are clannish, hut 
when we look upon it, in the right light, 
it is not to be wondered at. Old 
friends arc better than new ones, and 
after spending six or seven of our 
youthful years with our schoolmates, 
it, is nol, to be wondered at. if we ding 
to them through life. I have friends 
among the deaf of over twenty years 

standing, and I decidedly prefer them 

to some of those ol more recent date, 
The reason for my preference is not 
that, they are deaf, but, because we 
were boys together, and I knowthemas 
thoroughly as it is possible for one 

human being to know another. If 

they could hear, and I was deaf, the 
case would be exactly the same. The 
deal are nol, alone in preferring old 
school friends to those made in later 
years. There is a club in New York 
City, called the University Club, to 
which none but college graduates are 
admitted, and tbe managers complain 

thai flic graduates of different col 

leges cling to each oilier long after 
thej leave, and form the cliques in the 
club. I disapprove as strongly as 
Miss Porter can to the deal assocal 
ing solely with the deaf, but it is 
absurd to expect us to drop all our old 
school friendships when we leave "the 
halls of silence 

Bliss Porter says t " At, best the life 

ol one born ileal' must be very lonely 
and pitifully narrow. A few forliin 
ale deaf children are pushed forward 
by wealth and family influence, but the 
great, mass of deaf mutes, though lole 
rated and pitied, arc never received by 
society upon an eipial footing with 
hearing people.'' As I said before. 
Miss Porter takes a very gloomy \ lew 
of matters pertaining to the deal, but, 
the above quotation is the worst pari 

of flic whole article, and is dipped so 
deeply in indigo that it cannot possi- 
bly lie bluer-. I am afraid the article 
will convey a false ideaoluslo those 
who can hear, and make them think 
WS sre a, dissatisfied class, always 
going around moaning, M Pity the 
sorrows of a poor deaf man." It is 
not true that we are lonely. I do 
not suppose for a moment that 
Miss Poller wilfully misrepre- 
sented fads, but I do think that 
her knowledge of the deaf must, he 
very limited. With the except ion of

hear, and appeal to (heir sympathy on 
Unit account. They demand — not 
humbly requMt but demand as a 

right to be received as ladies and 

gentlemen by those who can hear, ami 

their claim is always cordially recog- 
nized. II is the mind that makes the 
man, and there as good minds among 

the deaf as there are among those who 

can hear. The deprivation ol a single 
does not make us inferiors, so 
cially. We do not want, pity, or SO 

be admitted to the society of any one 
on sufferance, if we are not to be 
treated as equals, we will not mingle 

with those who do not treat us as we 
wish to be treated. The world is wide, 
and there are plenty who will be glad 

to have our > pany. In regard to 

Ihosc few fortunate deal children who 

are pushed forward by wealth and 

family influence, I do not see that 
such would mil be the case, if they 
were not deaf. K wry I hing almost 
inllie nee in this world.

and his text Daniel (! : B. " Tlie.i 
Daniel was preferred above the other 
presidents and princes, because an ex 
eoUent spirit was in him ; and the 
King thought to set him over the 
whole realm." 

The doctor fust considered the 
meaning of the word spirit, from 
spin to blow, rush, drive — and gave 
examples of its use, as in "spirit of the 
age," "martial spirit," and the like. 
Applying the word to the individual, 
he showed how we distinguish men, 
as possessing a selfish or a gene- 
rous spirit, a cowardly or brave spirit, 
a grovelling or lofty spirit, and re- 
marked that those terms suggest the 
controlling principle of a life and 
charactor. 

Next, turning to tho practical ques- 
tion of the occasion, ho considered 
how we may form the "excellent 
spirit " in ourselves. There are three 
ways open to us. Wo may study and 
emulate the examples afforded in his- 
tory, as seen in the " Spirit of Seventy- 
six," which is distinguished as having 
been sell denying, patient, brave, hope- 
ful and reverent. In scripture WS 
can learn much as to the acquiring of 
(his spirit, niul again, we can use the 
powers given to us by (lod, such as 
observation, resolution and a right 
acceptance and use of trials and

DROWNING OCCIDENT. 

Samuel l>. Chadbonrne, aged twenty 

years, a pupil of the School for Deaf- 
Mufes. on Elliott street, was drown- 
ed last Saturday afternoon, while bath- 
ing in the river in therearof Dodge's 
old mill. The circumstances attend- 
ing his death arc somewhat mysterious, 
as he was known to he a good swimmer, 
and he fell in but font feet of water, 
while he was live feel eight inches tall. 
The only possible solution of the mys- 
tery was thai he died from a heart 
trouble, for from the first, day of his en- 
trance to thi> school, ho was never inro- 
bust health, hut often complained of 
some internal trouble. If cramp was 
the cause of his untimely end, it is 
singular that he should not have felt 
ming on until the last moment, 
when with a smile on his lips, as re- 
lated by the only eye-witness, a young 
pupil, he stepped for the third time 
into a few feci of water, and without 
warning, fell head foremost, when 
after st niggling for a few seconds he 
expired, foaming at tho mouth. It 
was the opinion of Dr. Torrey who 
was summoned to resuscitate him, that 
he had died very suddenly, and as 
was the hypothesis of Dr. Haddock, 
perhaps before he was drowned. No 
sooner did tin' terrified hoy on the 

shore realise that his companion was 

dead, than he ran into the mill 
and hied to make one of the men 

there at work understand the sit.ua- 

i lion, hut without, success. Then he 

ran to the farm, where Mr. Bowden, 

the foreman, was at work, who 

hastened to the scene. The body was 

removed from the water and prompt 
measures wen 1 I a ken toward re 
suseitation, hut to no avail : 
spirit had lied. 

The accident was a sad blow to 
rising prospects of the school 
more reasons than one. It was 
first death that had occurred among 
tin' pupils since its organisation, 

four years since, and if would not 
have happened at. all under other 
circumstances. 1 1 is well known that 
the rule of the school against ap- 
proaching the water by any of the 
pupils, except in tho company of 
some officer Of the school, has been 
very strictly and faithfully obeyed by

The publication of the paper 1 pro- 
posed under the name of " Church 
News," has beau postponed for va- 
rious reasons, principally the absence 

of sufficient pecuniary encouragement 
Many requests for specimen copies 

have been received, hut very few cash 
orders. These have come from places 
so distant as Maine, Massachusetts, Il- 
linois and TexaB, as well as from my 
own missionary field of Pennyslvania, 
where the Bishop and several clergy 
have led tho way ; and have been ac- 
companied by kind words, for which, 
and for the confidence shown, I am very 
grateful. 

Tho low price of the paper and the 
existing uncertainty, have made it im- 
possible to reply by letter to all inqui- 
ries. It may be remarked what all 
printers know — that a good paper can 
not be furnished at a low price, without 
either a very large subscription list, 
or very cheap labor, such as "Institu- 
tion papers enioy. The proposed 
periodical should be compared with 
parish papers " issued by many 
clergymen for circulation in their own 
congregations. The rate fixed will 
be found to be just half what is usual. 

The risk and expense, as well as 
the labor, fall entirely upon myself; 
and judicious friends have advised 
me, under all the circumstances, to 
abandon the idea. 1 have, however, 
concluded io attempt carrying it out ; 
but will not engage to continue long- 
er than ono year. Some subscriptions 
offered for two ycarw, have been de 
clined ; and it may be necessary to 
raise the price, but not to those who 
have already paid. The first num- 
ber, that for July, will shortly ap- 
pear. 

Some ohangei have been found ad- 
visable. The name was adopted 
under the impression that, sinoe the 
suspension, boiiio years ago, of a pa- 
per in, 1 think, Georgia, it had not 
been appropriated. I find, however, 
that ■• Church News " is the title of 
the official organ of the Diooefs ol 
West, Virginia.
